Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Cotswold  United 
Districts  for  the  year  1966  as  required  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  the  regulations  5(3)  and  15(5)  of  the  Public 
Health  Officers  Regulations  1959. 

Much  of  the  report  deals  with  the  day  to  day  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Departments  and  this  appears  under  a separate 
report  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  respect  of  each 
district.  The  statistics  contained  in  the  foreword  to  the  report 
relate  to  the  United  Districts  as  a whole. 

The  total  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  increased,  being  63,240  compared  with 
62,700  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  110  in  Ciren- 
cester Urban  District,  by  450  in  Cirencester  Rural  District, 
by  70  in  North  Cotswold  Rural  District,  by  50  in  Tetbury 
Rural  District,  and  decreased  by  140  in  Northleach  Rural 
District. 

The  comparable  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  16.6  compared  with  17.4  in  1965.  There  were  978  live 
births  compared  with  1,022  last  year,  the  still  birth  figures 
being  18  for  1966  compared  with  12  the  previous  year.  The 
still  birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  18.07  compared 
with  1 5.4  for  England  and  Wales.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate 
live  births  was  5.9  compared  with  6.9  the  previous  year. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was  16.3 
compared  with  21.5  the  previous  year,  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  19.0.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths 
under  four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  was  12.3  compared 
with  12.7  for  the  previous  year  and  with  12.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still  births  and 
deaths  under  one  week  combined  per  1,000  live  and  still 


births)  was  28.1  compared  with  21.3  lor  the  previous  year, 
and  compared  with  26.3  for  England  and  Wales.  No  woman  ^ 
died  in  consequence  of  childbirth.  d 

The  total  registered  deaths,  765,  compares  with  756 
for  1965.  The  comparable  death  rate  (per  1,000  of  the  pop- 
ulation) was  10.8  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  deaths  certified  as  being  due  to  heart  disease  were 
262  and  149  were  due  to  coronary  disease.  Cancer  caused 
147  deaths  of  which  29  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  26 
of  which  were  male.  There  were  31  deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  in  1965.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system 
caused  1 10  deaths. 

At  death  74.6  per  cent  had  survived  to  over  65  years 
of  age  and  53.6  per  cent  to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  1,024  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  of 
which  961  were  measles.  This  compares  with  575  notifications 
for  the  previous  year.  There  were  1 1 notifications  of 
tuberculosis,  of  which  8 were  pulmonary;  last  year  11 
notifications  were  received  also.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  compared  with  5 the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year, 
the  same  as  the  previous  year. 

820  children  were  immunised  with  the  triple  vaccine 
against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  during  the  year, 

42  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus, 

143  children  were  protected  against  tetanus  only  and  25 
were  protected  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus 
and  poliomyelitis.  Maintenance  injections  were  given  to 
752  children  with  the  triple  vaccine,  874  had  maintenance 
injections  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  131  had  maintenance 
injections  against  diphtheria  only  and  16  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  There  have 
been  no  notifications  of  diphtheria  in  the  area  since  1953. 

543  children  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  and  33  were 
re-vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  with  the  oral  vaccine 
is  so  simple  a procedure  that  no  one  in  the  age  group  up  to 
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40  should  be  unprolecled.  No  notifications  of  poliomyelitis 
were  received  during  the  year. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies  and  sewerage  disposal 
is  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In  the 
rural  districts  out  of  a total  of  111  parishes,  103  have  public 
mains  water  available,  and  27|  have  public  sewers  available. 
On  Ministry  instructions,  because  of  the  restrictions  on 
capital  expenditure,  some  sewerage  schemes  have  had  to  be 
delayed.  One  hopes  that  these  delays  will  not  hinder  progress 
for  too  long  as  these  schemes  are  necessary  on  Public  Health 
grounds. 

There  is  still  a housing  need  in  the  area.  Many  cases 
come  to  my  attention  of  people,  who  because  of  age  and/or 
physical  incapacity,  have  medical  grounds  for  rehousing 
in  ground-floor  accommodation.  Slum  clearance  makes 
steady  progress. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  Council  and  Committees  for 
their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year. 

In  addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  help.

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1966. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Bell,  the  Additional  Inspector  in  the  Depart- 
ment relinquished  his  position  with  this  authority  in  July. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  local  bacon  factory  ceased  to 
kill  pigs  from  September,  the  Committee  decided  not  to  appoint 
another  Inspector  for  the  time  being  as  Mr.  Bell  was  mainly 
engaged  in  meat  inspection  duties. 

As  in  previous  years  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  the  Clerk,  the  Surveyor  and  Officers  in  my 
Department  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supply 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  is  the  authority  responsible 
for  supplying  water  to  the  town  and  the  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  supply 
by  the  Water  Board  and  the  pathologist’s  reports  showed 
that  they  were  satisfactory.  The  fluoride  content  of  the 
water  from  the  Baunton  source  is  0.1  parts  per  million. 

The  following  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  by  the 
Water  Board  on  estates  and  development  areas: — 

Bridge  Road,  Nursery  Road  and  Old  People’s 

Dwellings,  Siddington  Road:  327  yds.  3"  dia. 

Love  Lane  Industrial  Estate:  266  yds.  4"  dia. 

Burford  Road  Filling  Station:  320  yds.  6"  dia. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  open  air  swimming  baths  were  again  opened  at  the 
beginning  of  May  and  kept  open  until  the  end  of  September, 
and  again  proved  to  be  popular.  The  heating  of  the  water 
continued  as  in  past  years.  Again  reservations  were  made 
for  schoolchildren,  during  school  hours  up  to  the  end  of 
July,  and  reservations  were  also  made  for  students  from  the 
Royal  Agricultural  College,  personnel  from  South  Cerney 
Air  Force,  the  Police  Cadets  and  the  Cirencester  Swimming 
Club. 

Sewerage 

During  the  year  two  further  extensions  were  carried 
out  to  the  Sewerage  Scheme  in  Stratton,  and  the  programme 
is  now  nearing  completion.  Sewers  were  also  provided  for 
an  extension  of  the  Industrial  Estate  and  in  connection  with 
new  development  throughout  the  town.  In  addition  a scheme 
was  commenced  during  the  year  for  the  replacement  of  the 
old  sewer  in  Siddington  Road  which  was  originally  part  of 
the  main  trunk  sewer,  a long  section  of  which  had  been 
previously  replaced  between  Siddington  Road  and  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 
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Sewayc*  Disposal 

No  major  altcralions  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Shorn- 
cote  Sewage  Disposal  Works  during  the  year  except  for  a 
further  scheme  of  amending  the  system  of  under  drainage 
to  the  sludge  drying  beds,  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory 
as  did  the  operation  of  the  whole  of  the  works.  None  of 
the  samples  of  final  effluent  taken  by  the  Thames  Conservancy 
were  unfavourably  commented  upon. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  continued  on 
a weekly  basis  and  disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping.  During  the  year  a total  of  180  tons  of  waste  paper 
was  separated,  baled  and  sold  at  a total  income  of  £1,655. 


Drainage 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to 
unsatisfactory  and  obstructed  drainage  systems  affecting 
both  shops  and  dwelling  houses  in  the  town.  Two  complaints 
at  shops  were  investigated  when  it  was  found  that  the  cause 
of  the  trouble  was  due  to  collapsed  and  broken  drains  in 
the  pavement  and  obstructed  obsolete  syphons  on  the  main 
drains.  In  both  cases  the  syphons  were  removed  and  the 
drains  repaired. 

In  another  case  affecting  a block  of  six  terraced  houses 
an  old  gordon  syphon  was  traced  on  the  main  drains  and 
this  was  eventually  dug  out  and  replaced  with  a straight  pipe. 
On  request  the  owners  built  a new  manhole  on  the  main 
drain  in  order  to  provide  proper  access. 

As  a result  of  drainage  seeping  through  a retaining  wall 
in  a garden,  a colour  test  was  applied  to  a drainage  system 
serving  four  houses  and  this  was  found  to  be  defective,  the 
drain  in  question  was  relaid  and  made  good. 

The  flooding  of  basements  at  two  business  houses  was 
investigated  when  it  was  found  that  the  drainage  systems  were 
surcharged,  this  was  traced  to  an  obstructed  public  sewer. 
Certain  damage  was  done  and  both  basements  had  to  be 
cleansed  and  disinfected. 
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Six  connections  from  properties  were  made  to  the  new 
public  sewer  in  Stratton. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

In  the  Watermoor  district  of  the  town  a ditch,  after 
prolonged  rainfall  flooded  over  adjoining  land  and  the  gardens 
of  several  properties.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  a 
piped  culvert  which  received  the  surface  water  discharge 
trom  the  ditch  was  in  fact  choked  by  all  manner  of  debris. 
The  owner  of  the  private  land  through  which  the  culvert 
passes  was  called  upon  to  cleanse  same  and  remove  all  debris 
and  obstructive  matter. 

When  this  was  carried  out  further  flooding  did  not  occur. 

The  cleansing  of  other  rivers  and  streams  continues  to 
be  carried  out. 


Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  only  one  complaint  of  a dirty  house 
was  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department.  On  investigation 
it  was  found  to  be  a council  house  occupied  by  an  elderly 
and  partially  infirm  male  person.  Advice  and  help  was  given 
to  secure  the  cleansing  of  the  property. 


Rag  Flock  Act,  1961 

As  in  previous  years  none  of  the  six  premises  coming 
within  the  scope  of  the  above  Act  were  required,  after  in- 
spection, to  be  registered. 


i*et  Animals  Act,  1961 

Two  applications  for  licences  to  keep  Pel  Shops  were 
received.  In  each  case.  Tortoises,  Hamsters,  Mice,  Goldfish 
and  Budgerigars  were  to  be  kept.  Both  premises  were  in- 
spected, found  satisfactory  and  licences  were  issued.  One 
of  the  two  premises  closed  down  completely  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 
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Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

During  the  course  of  modernisation  works  being  carried 
out  on  several  properties  it  was  noted  on  an  adjacent  house 
that  a brick  chimney  stack  was  in  a defective  and  dangerous 
condition  and  the  owner  was  called  upon  to  make  the  structure 
safe.  As  the  chimney  was  not  used,  the  major  part  of  it 
was  removed  and  left  in  a safe  condition. 


Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

During  the  year  plans  were  received  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  with  regard  to  the  installation  of  large  industrial 
oil  fired  furnaces  exceeding  55,000  B.Th.U’s.  per  hour  output 
at  three  different  premises  in  the  district.  In  each  case  the 
chimney  heights  were  checked  and  it  was  found  that  all 
heights  were  insufficient.  The  various  firms  were  contacted 
and  it  was  agreed  in  each  case,  at  the  request  of  your  Public 
Health  Department,  to  raise  the  chimney  heights  in  order 
to  meet  the  peculiarities  and  characteristics  of  the  location 
of  each  of  the  premises. 


Offensive  Trades 

As  in  previous  years  the  Council  gave  consent,  after  the 
premises  and  plant  had  been  inspected,  to  the  local  Bacon 
Factory  to  carry  on  the  offensive  trades  of  fat  extracting 
and  blood  drying  as  part  of  the  Waste  Eliminating  Plant. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 
Provision  of  Sanitary  Accommodation 

A complaint  was  received  from  a member  of  the  public 
re.  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  at  a Hall  in  the  town, 
which  was  owned  by  the  local  Education  Authority.  These 
premises  which  were  used  for  educational  purposes  and  also 
social  activities  were  found  to  be  without  sufficient  toilet 
accommodation  for  both  male  and  female  persons.  The 
owners  were  called  upon  to  provide  additional  accommodation 
and  this  they  agreed  to  do.  A scheme  was  prepared  and  ap- 
proved and  the  improvements  were  phased  to  be  commenced 
early  in  1967. 
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[Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

Nuisances  were  found  affecting  73  premises,  of  these 
55  were  abated.  A number  of  these  related  to  housing  defects 
and  others  to  drainage  matters. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

No  applications  for  licences  under  the  above  Act  have 
been  received  during  the  year. 


Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959 

Three  applications  were  received  from  shopkeepers 
in  the  town  for  registration  as  distributors  of  milk.  All  the 
premises  were  inspected  and  found  satisfactory  and  registration 
certificates  were  granted. 

Milk  is  pasteurised  by  one  dairy  establishment  in  the 
town  and  this  was  licenced  by  the  Gloucestershire  County 
Council. 


Game  Dealers  Licences 

Three  game  dealers  licences  were  applied  for  and  granted 
during  the  year.  All  the  premises  were  found  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream  Shops 

Three  applications  were  received  from  shopkeepers  for 
the  registration  of  premises  to  store  and  sell  ice  cream.  The 
premises  were  inspected  and  found  in  order  and  registration 
certificates  were  granted. 

Six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  the  various 
shops  in  the  town  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Lab- 
pratories  for  examination.  The  reports  showed  that  all  the 
samples  were  satisfactory. 


Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

A complaint  was  received  from  a local  resident  late 
one  evening  about  excessive  noise  coming  from  a factory  in 
the  centre  of  the  town.  On  investigation  the  noise  complained 
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of  was  traced  to  a large  extractor  fan.  Although  the  fan  was 
turned  off  for  some  time,  it  was  necessary  to  have  it  running 
in  order  to  stop  fumes  building  up  in  the  factory  and  affecting 
the  night  shift  staff.  Later,  consultations  with  the  factory 
management  took  place,  to  find  some  suitable  means  of 
reducing  the  overall  noise  from  the  fan. 

Complaints  were  received  from  householders,  living  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  road  to  the  local  bacon  factory, 
about  the  effect  of  serious  vibrations  being  felt  in  the  houses. 
One  particular  house  was  affected  more  than  the  others. 
It  is  possible  for  vibrations  to  be  set  up  from  many  different 
sources  and  accordingly  both  the  Electricity  and  Water 
Boards  were  requested  to  check  their  rsepective  installations, 
which  result  proved  negative. 

Further  investigation  and  constant  time  checking  revealed 
the  cause  to  be  a large  steam  turbine  driven  centrifuge  or 
fat  extractor  within  the  bacon  factory  itself.  This  was  reported 
to  the  management  and  the  machine  was  overhauled  and 
tested.  This  overhaul  revealed  that  the  governors  on  the 
machine  had  not  worked  correctly  and  allowed  the  machine 
to  revolve  at  1,100  revs  per  minute  instead  of  the  correct 
speed  of  750  revs  per  minute. 

After  the  machine  was  corrected,  only  one  complaint 
was  received  of  slight  vibrations  at  the  house  previously 
referred  to  but  this  has  since  ceased  and  no  further  nuisance 
has  occurred. 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  Cafes,  Restaurants,  Food 
Shops  and  a number  of  Public  Houses  in  the  town  and 
occupiers  of  22  premises  have  been  called  upon  to  carry 
out  work  in  order  to  comply  with  the  above  Regulations. 
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Works  have  been  eompleted  in  21  cases  and  the  lollowing  is

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  REGULATIONS 

The  local  bacon  factory  made  application  for  the  renewal 
of  their  Slaughterhouse  Licence.  The  renewal  was  granted 
for  a further  period  of  12  months,  ending  30th  June,  1967. 

Due  to  the  national  shortage  of  suitable  pigs  for  bacon 
curing  the  parent  company  controlling  the  local  bacon  factory 
decided  to  cease  killing  pigs  and  curing  bacon  in  Cirencester. 
The  factory  premises  will  however  be  used  as  a sales  depot 
for  bacon  and  bacon  products  for  the  Chippenham  factory, 
but  the  cooking  of  ham,  the  rendering  of  lard  and  smoking 
of  bacon  will  still  be  carried  out  at  this  factory. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  supplies  of  suitable  pigs  are  more 
readily  available  the  process  of  slaughtering  and  curing  of 
bacon  will  be  restored  at  this  factory.

There  was  one  outworker,  a leather  boot  maker. 
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Of  the  four  premises  shown  in  the  above  table  as  having 
insufficient  sanitary  accommodation,  the  owners  of  one  of 
the  premises  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the  town  have  been 
called  upon  to  provide  at  the  premises  suitable  and  sufficient 
sanitary  conveniences. 

The  remaining  three  premises  are  situated  on  land  owned 
by  British  Railways  and  share  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accom- 
modation.

I have  the  honour  to  present  a report  on  the  work  of  my 
department  during  1966,  set  out  in  the  following  details  and 
statistics. 

The  introduction  of  a rate  borne  septic  tank  emptying 
service  in  September  completed  the  provision  of  a comp- 
rehensive cleansing  service  within  three  years  of  the  first 
collection  of  refuse  by  direct  labour. 

The  appointment  of  a Sewage  Works  Manager  has  enabled 
close  attention  to  be  given  to  the  problems  of  sludge  disposal 
and  infiltration  and  the  introduction  of  a Records  Clerk 
into  the  Department  has  saved  much  time  and  frustration  in 
administration. 

My  thanks  are  due,  as  usual,  to  my  Staff  for  their  loyal 
and  conscientious  work  during  the  year,  to  the  Clerk  and 
officers  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and  to 
the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
confidence  and  support.

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year  the  Cotswold  Water  Board  carried  out 
the  following  work  in  the  District. 

New  mains  were  completed  in  Fairford — Hatherop  and 
Horcott,  R.A.F.  Fairford  and  Lechlade — Southrop — East- 
leach.  Branch  mains  were  laid  to  serve  Council  Housing 
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Sites  at  Sapperton  and  Lechladc  and  Private  Enterprise 
Housing  Sites  at  Kempsford,  Down  Ampney,  Winstone  and 
Brimpsfield.  In  addition,  a branch  main  to  serve  a factory 
at  Quenington  was  also  laid. 

In  all,  a total  of  16,277  yards  of  new  mains  were  completed. 


Water  Samples 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Public 
systems  were  received  regularly  from  the  Cotswold  Water 
Board.  38  samples  taken  on  distribution  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  were  all  satisfactory.  Three 
samples  of  supplies  on  distribution  taken  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  Inspectors  were  all  satisfactory. 

Of  21  samples  taken  from  Estate  supplies  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  10  were  satisfactory  and 
11  unsatisfactory.  One  sample  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  was  satisfactory. 

Twenty-nine  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  from  sources  serving  individual  properties  and 
of  these  14  were  satisfactory  and  15  unsatisfactory.  Of  5 
samples  submitted  for  chemical  examination,  2 were  satis- 
factory and  3 unsatisfactory. 

Action  was  taken  in  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessary 
improvement. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  the  Lechlade 
source  is  1.1  parts  per  million,  from  the  Ready  Token  source 
is  0.4  parts  per  million  and  from  the  Fairford  source  is  0.7 
parts  per  million.

Sewerage 

Preparation  of  the  detailed  scheme  for  Poulton,  the 
Ampney  Parishes,  Driffield  and  Meysey  Hampton  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  tenders  invited. 

The  scheme  for  Preston  and  Siddington  was  submitted 
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to  the  Ministry  for  approval  in  March.  They  suggested  that 
because  of  the  “freeze”  it  should  be  deferred.  Further  evidence 
of  need  for  the  scheme  was  submitted  but  no  approval  had 
been  received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  Kemble  Sewerage 
and  it  was  decided,  after  discussion  with  the  River  Board 
and  advice  from  a Geological  Consultant,  that  Coates  and 
Tarlton  should  be  included  in  the  Kemble  scheme.  It  was  also 
decided  that  the  possibility  of  employing  the  Pasveer  ditch 
means  of  sewage  disposal  should  be  investigated. 

Various  mechanical  means  of  sludge  handling  and  sludge 
drying  were  examined  with  a view  to  installing  a central  sludge 
disposal  plant  at  Fairford  to  which  sludge  could  be  conveyed 
from  other  sewerage  works.  No  plant  was  found  which  was 
entirely  suitable  in  the  particular  circumstances  and  having 
regard  to  economic  considerations.  Other  aspects  of  the 
proposed  extension  of  the  Fairford  works  were  also  pursued 
during  the  year. 

Preliminary  investigations  were  made  in  respect  of  the 
proposed  enlargement  of  the  Lechlade  disposal  plant. 

Discussions  were  held  with  the  Cricklade  and  Wootton 
Bassett  Rural  District  Council  regarding  the  use  of  the  ex -RAF 
disposal  works  at  Down  Ampney  for  a sewerage  scheme 
embracing  Latton  and  Cerney  Wick  and  including  improve- 
ment of  the  existing  provision  in  Dowm  Ampney.  It  was 
decided  to  plan  this  scheme  for  commencement  in  1970/71. 

The  employment  of  a Sewage  Works  Manager  for  the 
first  time  enabled  detailed  supervision  to  be  given  to  sludge 
drying  on  conventional  drying  beds  and  some  improvement 
in  results  was  achieved.  A start  was  also  made  on  regularly 
checking  sewers  for  infiltration. 

A septic  tank  emptying  service  was  introduced,  available, 
without  extra  charge,  to  ratepayers  in  unsewered  areas. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district 
continued  to  run  smoothly  in  spite  of  a noticeable  increase  in 
bulk  from  South  Cerney,  Fairford  and  Lechlade. 

Delivery  was  taken  of  an  1,100  gallon,  four  wheel  drive 
cesspool  emptying  vehicle  and  the  septic  tank  emptying 
service  (referred  to  under  sewerage)  introduced. 
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Several  ol'  the  reluse  colleelion  employees  have  a uselul 
knowledge  of  vehicle  maintenance  so  that  it  has  been  possible 
to  lay  the  foundations  of  a maintenance  organisation  which 
will  be  capable  of  expansion  when  the  depot  premises  are 
fully  converted. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  refuse  tip  near  Rhymes  Barn 
Farm  was  virtually  full  and  difficulty  was  being  experienced 
in  disposal  there  pending  the  aquisition  of  an  alternative 
site.  Negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the  use  of  a further 
area  of  gravelled  out  land  nearby. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  a part-time 
Rodent  Operator,  shared  with  the  Cirencester  Urban  District 
Council. 

123  Farms  and  Holdings  have  been  inspected.  577 
dwelling  houses  and  124  business  premises.  In  addition  to 
Council  Property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  72 
dwelling  houses  and  17  business  premises.  Insect  pests  have 
also  been  dealt  with.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  department. 

This  has  been  a difficult  year  for  your  officers  as  following 
the  resignation  of  his  post  by  Mt.  T.  Campion  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  the  department  was  without  an  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  until  the  appointment  of  Mr.  D.  Newton 
in  May. 

Further  good  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
concerning  house  improvements  and  greater  attention  was 
paid  to  ice-cream  sampling.  This  sampling  showed  that  the 
bacteriological  quality  of  the  ice-cream  sold  from  soft  ice-cream 
machines  was  not  of  the  standard  expected  and  considerable 
instruction  and  advice  regarding  the  cleansing  of  these 
machines  was  necessary.  Further  attention  will  be  given  to 
this  matter  during  next  year. 

More  attention  was  paid  during  the  year  to  the  two 
poultry  packing  stations,  resulting  in  approximately  12,600 
birds  being  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
This  represented  0.7  per  cent  of  the  production. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  to  the  Chairman  and  all  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  confidence  and  support.  I would  particularly 
like  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  loyal  co-oper- 
ation and  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  for  their  help  and  co-oper- 
ation.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out 
at  the  five  centres  of  population,  and  a fortnightly  collection 
in  all  the  other  parishes. 

Refuse  from  the  southern  parishes  is  disposed  of  at 
Slade  Quarry  in  the  Cheltenham  Rural  District,  and  from  the 
northern  parishes  at  Ebrington  Hill.  An  emergency  tip  is 
available  at  Five  Mile  Drive,  Blockley,  for  use  when  road 
conditions  make  travelling  to  the  two  regular  tips  impossible. 

Controlled  tipping  is  practised  by  the  Council;  mechanical 
aids  being  a Bristol  22  Bulldozer  and  a Ferguson  tractor. 
No  nuisance  from  flies,  fires  or  vermin  occurred. 
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A report  on  an  improved  refuse  collection  service  was 
given  to  the  Council  during  the  year  but  a decision  was 
deferred  pending  the  publication  of  the  Report  of  the  Working 
Party. 


PAPER  SALVAGE 

The  weight  of  waste  paper  sold  was  206  tons  and  this 
brought  in  the  sum  of  £l,596-10-2d.  (financial  year  1965/66). 


HOUSING 

Individual  action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957,  was  taken  against  17  houses. 

The  Council  continue  pursuing  their  policy  of  encouraging 
owners  to  improve  sub-standard  cottages  with  the  aid  of  a 
grant,  and  many  old  stone  cottages  have  been  preserved  in 
this  way. 

Discretionary  Grants 

During  the  year  grants  were  made  in  respect  of  alterations 
and  improvements  to  35  dwellings,  making  a total  of  682 
Discretionary  Grant  schemes  completed  up  to  the  end  of  1966.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewering  of  Lower  Slaughter  and  the  relaying  of 
defective  and  inadequate  sewers  in  Bourton-on-the-Water 
was  completed. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Ebrington  was  commenced 
as  also  was  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Chipping  Campden. 

The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a new  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Honeybourne  has  been  delayed,  mainly  due  to  the 
problem  of  acquiring  a suitable  site. 

The  following  schemes  have  been  approved  but  works 
have  not  yet  commenced : 

(a)  The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for 
Longborough 

(b)  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for 
Adlestrop 

(c)  The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Lower 
Swell.  (This  scheme  is  not  to  proceed,  however,  at 
present  in  view  of  the  restrictions  on  capital  ex- 
penditure.) 

(d)  the  proposals  to  enlarge  the  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Bledington.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  1966. 

The  year  under  review  saw  the  virtual  completion  of 
Templefields,  Andoversford,  the  commencement  of  the  old 
persons’  accommodation,  with  warden,  at  Northleach  and 
the  start  of  the  Sherborne  sewerage  scheme,  all  of  which  in 
turn  will  play  their  own  part  in  the  increase  in  the  standards 
of  health  in  the  community. 

Your  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  (Mr.  H.  F. 
Bland)  resigned  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  my  thanks 
are  due  to  him  for  the  work  carried  out  during  his  period  of

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Yanworth  is  the  last  parish  to  have  a private  water  supply 
only,  the  remainder  having  main  supplies,  although  in  some 
cases,  private  sources  are  still  available. 

The  Cotswold  Water  Board  frequently  sample  their 
supplies  and  copies  of  the  Analyst’s  reports  are  received  in 
this  office. 

All  samples  of  Public  main  water  taken  from  the  year 
proved  satisfactory.  Water  samples  taken  by  this  Council 
may  be  summarised  as  follows.

The  fluoride  content  of  the  mains  water  from  both  the 
Bibury  and  Syreford  sources  is  0.1  parts  per  million. 

The  unsatisfactory  source  under  (a)  has  now  been  dis- 
continued. The  unsatisfactory  samples  under  (b)  were  taken 
from  the  spring  at  Salperton  and  contained  traces  of  Chromium 
Salts. 

Mains  water  was  made  available  to  the  houses  affected 
by  the  Chromium  pollution  and  no  further  action  is  called  for. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  position  throughout  the  district  may  be  summarised 
as  follows : 

Northleach 

Mains  water  was  laid  on  to  the  works  which  had  proved 
of  great  assistance  in  the  maintenance  of  the  plant.  The 
works  continued  to  produce  a satisfactory  effluent. 

Andoversford  o 

Connections  continued  to  be  made  to  the  sewer  and  the  “ 
total  connections  at  the  end  of  1966  stands  at  73.  The  effiuent, 
as  sampled  was  satisfactory. 
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Sherborne 

Work  on  the  provision  of  this  scheme  commenced  in 
the  year  and  should  be  completed  in  1967. 

Bibury 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  a public  health  nuisance 
exists  in  this  village  to  a greater  extent  than  any  other,  owing 
to  the  number  of  tourists  during  the  summer  months,  and 
the  lack  of  pubic  conveniences,  which  cannot  be  provided 
at  reasonable  expense  in  the  absence  of  the  sewerage  system, 
and  some  houses  are  so  situated  that  a septic  tank  system 
cannot  be  provided.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be 
able  to  adhere  to  their  original  programmed  commencing  date 
of  April,  1968,  for  the  sewerage  scheme. 

Eastleacb  and  Soutbrop 

There  is  still  no  final  site  selected  for  the  works  for  this 
scheme,  but  progress  on  the  preparation  of  the  documents 
although  slow,  continues  to  be  made. 

The  Barringtons 

The  position  on  this  scheme  is  similar  to  last  year,  i.c. 
no  suitable  site  has  yet  been  agreed. 

Withington 

The  village  requires  a sewerage  scheme.  The  existing 
Council  house  plant,  which  also  serves  some  private  properties, 
is  overloaded  and  will  require  improvement  if  no  main 
drainage  scheme  is  forthcoming  in  the  future. 

Coin  St.  Aldwyns 

A proposal  has  been  put  forward  for  a joint  sewage 
disposal  scheme  with  Cirencester  Rural  District  Council, 
which  will  include  the  village  of  Hatherop. 

Chedworth 

Although  no  scheme  has  been  put  forward  for  this  parish 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  increasing  development  within  the 
village  will  call  for  some  proposals  in  the  future. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council’s  12  cu.  yd.  side  loader  lorry  is  still  the 
only  vehicle  used  for  this  service  and,  because  of  the  long 
runs  to  tip  at  frequent  intervals  during  the  day,  much  time 
is  wasted  which  could  be  better  utilised  if  a larger  capacity 
vehicle  were  in  use.  Of  the  four  tips  used,  that  at  Salperton 
is  still  closed.  Larkethill  had  to  be  closed  for  part  of  the 
summer  to  meet  the  site  owner’s  objections;  the  tips  at 
Larkethill  and  Brockhampton  both  suffered  from  firing 
during  the  year,  and  a great  deal  of  time  had  to  be  spent  on 
hiring  the  necessary  men  and  machinery  to  keep  the  fires  to  a 
minimum  and  the  tips  safe  to  use. 

Collections  which  are  kerbside  are  made  weekly  from 
Bibury  and  Northleach  with  a fortnighly  service  elsewhere. 

Salvage 

The  money  realised  on  the  sale  of  waste  paper  during 
1966  was  £77-1  l-6d.  This  is  a small  contribution  to  the  rate 
fund  as  well  as  keeping  a certain  amount  of  combustible 
material  off  the  tips. 

Litter  Bins 

The  refuse  collectors  automatically  empty  the  normal 
litter  bins  on  their  rounds — those  on  lay-bys  are  emptied 
by  the  County  Council  staff. 

River  Pollution 

Liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Thames  Conservancy 
during  the  year  and  no  action  was  called  for.

As  in  previous  years,  my  thanks  are  due  once  again  to 
Mr.  J.  Miles  your  Rodent  Operator  for  the  excellent  way  in 
which  he  carries  out  his  duties  and  the  success  he  has  in  keeping 
the  rat  population  in  the  district  low.  The  service  is  one 
which  never  attracts  the  limelight  but  is  an  essential  part  of 
Public  Health.  Warfarin  is  still  the  only  poison  used  and  so 
far  offers  good  control  of  the  rat  population. 

Northleach  and  Andoversford  sewers  were  as  usual 
found  to  be  free  of  infestation  on  test  baiting.

HOUSING 

The  Council  now  have  a total  of  406  houses,  Hats  and 
bungalows,  26  houses  being  added  as  a result  of  the  new 
building  on  the  Templefields  Site  at  Andoversford. 

The  erection  of  the  old  peoples’  flats  at  Northleach  also 
commenced  during  the  year  and  should  be  completed  by 
late  1967.  Tenders  were  invited  at  the  end  of  1966  for  the 
erection  of  four  old  persons’  bungalows  at  Chedworth  and 
four  at  Eastleach  and  it  is  hoped  that  building  will  commence 
during  1967. 

During  the  year  one  house  was  demolished  after  formal 
action,  three  Closing  Orders  made  and  one  Undertaking  Not 
to  Use  the  Building  for  Human  Habitation  accepted.  A o 

further  Undertaking  to  carry  out  works  was  accepted,  but  oc 

the  Planning  Authority  refused  to  grant  planning  approval 
to  the  scheme  proposed. 
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Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
or  made. 

Private  Enterprise  Houses 

Seven  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  as  listed 
below:

As  mentioned  in  previous  years  no  new  houses  were 
erected  in  Northleach,  and  this,  the  largest  Town  in  the  distret 
is  in  need  of  some  private  development.  Planning  permission 
has  been  granted  on  a few  sites  but  no  further  action  takes 
place,  shewing  either  lack  of  interest  in  sites  which  have 
been  approved  or  reluctance  of  site  owners  to  sell. 

No  doubt  the  proposed  by-pass  would  release  more 
desirable  sites  for  development  if  (a)  the  existing  A.40  was 
down-graded  from  a trunk  road,  and  (b)  Landowners  would 
sell  land  for  private  development. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928 

At  the  end  of  the  year  some  89  installation  were  licenced. 
A complaint  was  received  during  the  year  of  a petrol 
smell  being  evident  in  the  cellar  of  a private  house.  Tests 
were  carried  out  on  installations  in  the  vicinity,  following 
which  some  old  tanks  were  replaced  with  new  installations. 
Since  that  date  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 

There  are  two  sites  with  a total  of  32  caravans  situated 
in  the  area  and  six  single  licences. 

No  action  was  called  for  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  have  continued  to  give  grants  to  all  qual- 
ifying applicants  and  many  cottages  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  demolished  in  the  future  have  been  given  a new 
lease  of  life. 

These  cottages  represent  an  irreplaceable  asset — their 
demolition  would  detract  from  the  Cotswold  landscape 
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and  new  houses,  even  if  planning  consent  were  forthcoming, 
would  never  have  the  same  effect. 

A great  amount  of  time  is  devoted  to  this  service,  and 
in  view  of  the  results  achieved  it  is  time  well  spent.  Of  course 
not  all  applications  come  to  fruition,  but  this  is  to  be  expected. 

Eight  Discretionary  Grants  (in  respect  of  9 properties) 
and  12  Standard  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year. 
As  a result  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  the  Council  were  able 
to  offer  more  than  £155  in  11  of  the  Standard  Grant  appli- 
cations; this  provision  looks  like  being  very  useful  indeed  in 
the  endeavour  to  raise  living  standards. 

During  the  year,  13  properties  were  improved  with  the 
aid  of  grants  of  which  2 were  formed  from  former  out-buildings 
of  large  houses.  No  applications  were  refused. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  increasing  amount  of  leisure  available,  together  with 
a general  ownership  of  motor  vehicles  brings  the  population 
from  the  Midland  conurbation  to  the  Cotswolds  every 
fine  weekend. 

Ideally  provision  should  be  made  for  these  tourists  by 
the  provision  of  public  conveniences  at  the  more  usual 
holiday  haunts,  but  until  the  sewerage  schemes  are  available, 
no  action  may  be  economically  undertaken. 

The  one  convenience  in  Northleach  was  redecorated  in 
the  year. 

Garages 

The  Council  now  has  48  garages,  19  being  erected  during  the 
year  at  Templefields,  Andoversford.  The  29  at  Walton 
Estate  have  still  not  commenced  owing  to  negotiations 
to  purchase  the  land  being  prolonged.

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention 

Action  was  taken  under  this  Act  in  two  cases  during  the 
year.  In  the  first  case,  a woman  aged  89  years  who  was 
living  alone,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
malnutrition  and  senility.  She  was  admitted  to  hospital  where 
she  subsequently  died. 

In  the  second  case,  an  elderly  woman  of  82  years  living 
alone,  was  also  found  to  be  suffering  from  senility  and  mal- 
nutrition. Being  of  an  independant  nature,  she  had  refused 
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help  offered  by  relatives  or  local  authority  services.  She  was 
admitted  to  a geriatric  hospital  where  her  condition,  both 
mental  and  physical,  improved  considerably. 

Malnutrition  in  the  elderly  who  live  alone  has  an  insidious 
onset.  The  gradual  but  general  lowering  of  standards  provides 
the  vicious  circle.  Help  from  local  Old  Peoples’  Welfare 
Committees  and  the  extension  of  Meals-on-Wheels  Service 
would  prevent  much  of  this. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  Avening  and  a small  part  of 
Cherington  the  whole  district  is  in  the  statutory  area  of  the 
Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  Avening  and  the  village  of 
Cherington  are  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  North-West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Board. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
contains  no  more  than  a trace  of  fluoride. 

Of  the  13  parishes  9 have  public  water  supplies  and  the 
remaining  4 are  supplied  as  follows: 

Ashley  has  a private  mains  supply  in  the  hamlet  of 
Culkerton  which  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  supply  in  Ashley 
has  been  improved  by  the  sinking  of  private  boreholes  at 
North  Farm  and  the  Old  Rectory. 

Ozleworth  relies  on  private  supplies  which  are  fairly 
satisfactory. 

Kingscote.  The  water  supply  to  this  parish  is  most  un- 
satisfactory in  quantity  and  quality. 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company’s  scheme  was  approved 
early  in  the  year  and  work  commenced  on  the  erection  of 
a 75,000  gallon  low  level  reservoir  at  Babdown.  A con- 
siderable amount  of  main  laying  was  also  completed. 

Water  will  be  pumped  from  the  Babdown  reservoir  to  a 
35,000  gallon  steel  tank  on  piers  to  be  sited  north-east  of 
Symonds  Hall  Firs  with  a T.W.L.  of  803  ft. 
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Ft  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  in  operation  early  in 
the  new  year. 

Westonbirt-with-Lasborough  has  a good  private  supply 
run  by  the  Westonbirt  School  and  affords  a piped  supply 
to  all  the  parish  other  than  Lasborough  which  has  a separate 
piped  supply. 

Water  Samples 

A total  of  15  water  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies.  8 were  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory. 

All  the  3 samples  from  public  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  but  the 
private  swimming  pool  owned  by  Westonbirt  School  is  open 
to  the  public  during  the  school  summer  holidays.  The  standard 
of  treatment  and  maintenance  is  very  satisfactory.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Tetbury 

The  sewage  works  are  operating  satisfactorily  and  pol- 
lution of  the  River  Avon  has  been  remedied  except  for  periods 
of  excessive  rainfall  when  the  storm  overflows  are  in  con- 
tinuous operation,  due  mainly  to  infiltration  and  road  surface 
water  gullies  connected  to  the  sewers.  A scheme  for  the 
relaying  of  defective  portions  of  the  existing  sewers  together 
with  the  provision  of  a separate  surface  water  sewer  for 
Silver  Street  and  The  Green  was  completed  during  the  year. 
Further  surface  water  schemes  are  required  in  order  to 
maintain  the  standard  required  at  the  works. 

Avening  And  Cherington 

The  sewage  system  and  works  serving  these  parishes 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year. 


Didmarton  and  Leighterton 

Work  commenced  on  this  scheme  on  May  31st  this  year 
and  good  progress  has  been  made.  The  scheme  includes 
approximately  2^  miles  of  6"  and  9"  gravity  sewer  and  2 miles 
of  3"  plastic  pumping  main. 

There  is  to  be  a pumping  station  at  Leighterton  and  a 
sewage  works  adjoining  the  Sopworth  Lane  at  Didmarton. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  whole  scheme  is  £65,000. 


Shipton  Moyne 

The  drainage  arrangements  in  this  village  are  most 
unsatisfactory  due  to  domestic  drainage  being  connected  to 
the  old  street  drain  and  culvert,  the  outfall  of  which  discharges 
in  front  of  Hodges  Barn.  The  only  solution  is  the  provision 
of  a proper  drainage  scheme. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  a report 
and  outline  scheme  for  the  village  but  difficulties  have  arisen 
on  the  question  of  a site  for  the  disposal  works.  Further 
investigations  are  being  carried  out  and  the  possibility  of 
pumping  to  the  Tetbury  works  is  being  considered.

The  Public  Conveniences  in  Tetbury  have  been  satis- 
factorily maintained  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  carries  out  a weekly  refuse  collection  through- 
out the  area  except  for  a few  isolated  properties  where  satis- 
factory arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect  fortnightly. 
No  salvage  is  collected. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Herd  Lane  was  filled  during  the  year  and 
a new  tip  at  Underbridge,  Shipton  Moyne,  was  started.  This 
tip  will  not  last  more  than  2 years  and  other  sites  will  have  to 
be  found.  No  further  negotiations  have  taken  place  with 
British  Railways  regarding  the  extension  of  Herd  Lane  tip.

Road  site  with  86  additional  units  of  accommodation  was 
completed  during  the  year.  There  are  14  additional  bungalows 
as  an  addition  to  the  existing  aged  persons  site,  8 one- 
bedroomed  flats,  33  three-bedroomed  houses  and  7 four- 
bedroomed  houses.  All  the  dwellings  are  of  the  factory 
built  type  supplied  by  Reema  Construction  Ltd. 

The  site  known  as  Sun  Ground,  Avening,  comprising 
32  dwellings  was  developed  during  the  year  and  all  the 
dwellings  were  occupied.  This  is  a very  steep  site  involving 
considerable  extra  works  on  retaining  walls,  etc.,  and  work 

is  still  proceeding.  All  the  houses  on  the  site  are  of  the 
factory  built  type  supplied  by  Reema  Construction  Ltd. 

The  scheme  for  the  erection  of  five  factory  built  aged 
persons’  bungalows  at  Shipton  Moyne  was  completed  during 
the  year.

The  land  at  Chavenage  Lane,  Tetbury,  was  acquired  for 
the  erection  of  50  garages  to  serve  the  Romney  Road  Estate 
and  a scheme  is  being  prepared  for  approval.
